The budget is expected to reach the 
King by April 29, the anniversary of 
its introduction.

The city of Los 
Angeles has, at the present moment, 
a margin of about $12,000,000 bonding 
power over and above all existing in- 
debtedness, together with the indebt- 
edness to be created in constructing 
the aqueduct. 
“In other words, the addition of the 
proposed indebtedness for the power 
and harbor development to the present 
indebtedness of the city, plus all the 
bonds yet to be issued for the comple-

“These . moreover, are based 
on last year’s valuation of property 
within the old city limits, amounting 
to 327,251,517. Since the last assess-

Judge Wiills, in an opinion deliv- 
ered yesterday im the appeal case of 
A. J. Jubelt from the township court 
of Redondo, affirmed the legality of 
the iaw for the protection of fish. In 
the lower ccurt Jubelt was found 
guilty of a yiolation of the law that 
prohibits any person at any time, ex- 
cept with hock and line, taking, 
catchiog or killing any surf fish or 
yellow fin, making any infraction of 
the law a misdemeanor, punishable by 
“a fine. The section is one of a series 
of provisions intended for the protec- 
tien and preservation of game fish 
within the waters of this State and 
thoge joining the same. 

After disposing of a number of minor 
objections u to the finding of the jury 
and the manner of the conduct of the 
trial, the court discusses the point 
made that the act is void in that it 
gives to those ho fish with hook and 
line privileges that are denied those 
who use nets. Judge Willis says that 
it is a settied legisiative en- 
acting what are known ee h apd 
game ordinances to provide 
the taking of fish or game exc at 
certain seasons of the year, K 
cept certain means or the use of 
certain implements. 

This Siation is upheld by 
courts as a proper exercise of the 
lice power, and is based upon the fun- 

principles that an individual 
may only acquire euch property in or 
right to take fish and game as the 
le of the State, to whom such 
and game belong, may, by iegisia- 
tion, grant. Various decisiong are 
cited trom ofher Biates proving this 
contention.

It took more than thirty years for 
John D. Rockefeller, who began his operations 
about 1860, to build up an industry that was worth 
capitalizing at $21,000,000. 

Los Angeles city, the metropolis of the Great 
Southwest, outstrips all the other cities in the coun- 
try month by month in the increase in its postoffice 
business, outstrips the whole Pacific week by week 


in the increase fm ite bank clearings; and as for the 
building record of Los Angeles city for the current 


year, there is nothing in the country today nor any 
record of the past that matches the four months of 
1910. The month of April promises, as things 
stand today, to jump far ahead of previous 
high notch, which was that of June, 1906, 

These are only just touching the heads of things. 
All over the Great Southwest we have towns with pay 
rolls similar to that of San Bernardino, the organiza- 
tion of corporations for the development of different 
industries running into the millions like this oil plant 
in the San Joaquin Valley. All the postoffices are 
increasing in business, not quite so fast as Los 
There is 
not a city or town in all the Great Southwest 
whose bank clearings are not vastly larger this 
year than last, and double, treble or quadruple the 
record of only a few years ago.

RANGE INTERESTS PROSPER. 

The blue days for Los Angeles orange grow- 
ers are probably all past for this season. They 
were pretty blue back in December and January, 
but have been much better ever since. At the pres- 
ent time it is very much like the missionary hymn: 
“Every prospect pleases.” 

The crop of navel oranges is pretty well disposed 
of already. The experts estimate that there are 
something over 3000 carloads left in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. This is only a little than half as 
many as were here at this time last year. There 
are easily ten more weeks of a market for this kind 
of oranges, and every day is likely to develop a 
very firm market at the East. 

One blizzard has followed another there until the 
market will be kept bare until the first of July of 
small fruits and berries in the greater part of the 
country. The apple crop of last year is pretty well 
out of the way and the remnant that is left is of 
very poor quality, 

These conditions favor a firm market for Califor- 
nia oranges until the end of June. 

The crop of Valencias is quite scant. It is esti- 
mated at about 5000 to 6000 carloads, compared 
with about 8000 last year. This variety of oranges 
nearly always meets a.good market for the reason 
that, while small fruits and berries come to com- 
pete very hardly with the orange crop, yet, these 
being the only oranges in the world, and as there 
are nearly six months from the first of July to the 
last of December to market them, including two 
holiday seasons, Thanksgiving Day and Christmas 
Day, there is seldom any trouble with the market 
for Valencia granges. If there are 180 days to 
ship this va of oranges east and only 6000 car. 
loads at the in Southern California, if an 
average of thirty cars a day are moved they will all 
be disposed of. Thirty cars a day scattered over 
the whole eastern country is a very light supply of 


oranges, 

When the whole season's business is wound up, 
while there will be some growers whose affairs will 
not be in the best shape, yet, taking the industry 
as a whole, the season will be a good one.
